The other one went to somebody else while Kelli 
Su at HACLA dithered on the question of whether she was really married to her common law husband and constant 
companion of the past seven years. 

Oy, you say - as if it wasn't hard enough to be a homeless black transgender woman.

GWHFC transgender client Maya Johnson again - almost there this time. 

After suffering from Housing Authority stasis and multiple cases of apparent housing discrimination since early February, 

/ are at last ready to move into a one-bedroom apartment with a HACLA Section 8 voucher, 
but HACLA now seems to be dragging its feet. Their new caseworker there, a Ms. Baker on , has told their 

old caseworker Kelli Su that they are not likely to be able to move in until May 15 at the earliest. 

All it takes is scheduling an inspection. GWHFC will take care of the move-in money. It could all be done this week — 
which is what Kelli Su promised Maya last week. 

Would you be willing to give Ms. Baker the requisite nudge, or to have Stephanie do it? I have a feeling that HACLA can 
never be counted on to do anything unless they know you're looking over their shoulder, but you would think they’d be a 
little bit more sensitive these days in the case of a transgender female. Don't they read the newspaper?
